The regulations of the Department of Education have been 


amended as to allow admission to Normal Schools of returned 
men holding the Grade X diploma or its equivalent. 
About TWENTY men are now taking teacher training courses 


under the above arrangements, Teachers’ salaries are in- 


ereasing. The minimum is $840, and salaries of $1,000 and 
$1,200 and more aré becoming common in rural districts. 
There is great need for teachers and it is hoped many soldiers 
will take advantage of these proposals. 


It is realized that education in the ordinary school subjects will 
not appeal to many men and that instruction in technical 
courses Will prove much more attractive. To make such 
courses possible and to bring these opportunities to the doors 
of the men wherever they may live, a greatly broadened and 
more generous scheme of grants covering the whole province 
has been adopted. These are for the encouragement of both 
day and night classs, and will be available to returned men 
practically everywhere. 


A Special Course in Agriculture at the 
University 


In co-operation with the Department of Agriculture a special course 
of instruction, over a five months’ course, is being given at the Provincial 
University. The instruction includes Field Husbandry, Animal Husbandry, 
Gardening, Veterinary Care of Animals, Blacksmithing, Carpentry, 
Dairying, Poultry and. Farm Machinery. There are 90 returned men in 
attendance in the present class which will finish its work by May first. A 
! new class will be immediately organized which will run until the end of 
| September, and which will receive more training in practical field work. 
The present class is most enthusiastic and are deriving great benefit.
